Commerce, Manufacturing* and Ag*ri- 
culture Are Alike Suffering*—A 
Most Disheartening* Record. 


C l e ve l and 
, O., June 8.— James 
Creelman, the correspondent, wiio 
has been going carefully over the 
commercial and industrial situation 
in 
Ohio, 
the 
McKinley -IIanna 
state, gives a very discouraging re­ 
port of the conditions prevailing 
there. 
Mr. Creelman say s : 
"‘Cries of industrial and com ­ 
mercial distress go up from every 
county in Ohio. 
It is impossible 
to exaggerate the distress. 
Every ­ 
body sees that the new tariff will 
help the sugar trust and kindred 
combinations, but nobody can see 
hew the agriculture, industry or 
commerce of Ohio is to be helped 
Farms have actually shrunk to hal 
their value, and figures show tha 
since NIcKinle}^u» election values 
have shrunk not less than lo per 
cent. 
The depression is so terrible 
that the loan institutions are hold 
ing thousands 
of overdue mort 
gages, which they do not dare to 
foreclose because prices have sunk 
so low that farming land frecjuent 
ly fails to bring the price of the 
mortgage at auction. 
“ From the figures already in my 
possession, I am satisfied that the 
list of assignments, 
foreclosures 
and transfers of property for debt 
since the beginning of this repub­ 
lican y ear of prosperity in Ohio av­ 
erages more than half a million 
dollars for each of the counties,anc 
that the total for the state is more 
that $5o,cxx),ooo. 
“ The official figures, so far as 
they are obtainable, for President 
M cKinley ’s home county of Stark 
shows that from January i to June 
3 of the present y ear there have 
been thirty -five assignments. 
In 
the same period there have been 
fifty -four foreclosure cases filed in 
Stark county , representing a total 
of $76,828.07. 
“ But shocking as these figures 
may be, they only faintly shadowd 
the 
real 
situation. 
Wages 
are 
being cut down in all directions, 
factories are running only part of 
the time, and usually with reduced 
forces. 
Thousands of idle w ork­ 
men join with the ruined farmers 
in the cry for the prosperity which 
was promised. 
It is impossible to 
separate the situation from the po­ 
litical movement. 
The free silver 
movement is increasing by leaps 
and bounds. 
Every body knows it. 
Nobody denies it. 
“ "There has never been any thing 
like this in Ohio 
before,’ 
said 
May or Rice of Canton. 
‘"The factories are cutting down 
wages a rd reducing their forces. 
M any of them are not operating 
more than three day s a week ; most 
of them are running wdthout profit. 
Farm land that has been worth 
$100 an acre, cannot be sold for $30 
an acre. 
It is almost impossible 
to borrow money on real estate, be­ 
cause prices sink and sink and sink. 
"‘In Cuy ahoga county , the home 
of Senator Mark Hanna, the num ­ 
ber of assignments filed between 
Jan. 
I and June 3 this y ear is 
twenty -four, and the total amount 
involved is $155,000. 
The num ­ 
ber of foreclosures for the same 
period is 140, and the amount in­ 
volved is $1,410,650.

finding in the famou s Ru iz cpse is, 
that the u nhappy phy sician’s deatli 
was du e to u nju st and u nwarranted 
confinement, incommu nicado, for a 
permd or 315 hou rs, or 247 hou rs in 
ex cess of the period prescribed by 
his treaty rights. 
W hether he was 
mu rdered or came to his death by 
his own hand, in a mad frenzv , 
matters not, becau se, if the latter 
condition be tru e, the mental dis­ 
order was du etto the enforced con­ 
finement. 
General Lee finds that 
Ru iz was confined on false charges, 
improper ju risdiction 
was ex er­ 
cised, and that the man had no op­ 
portu nity to prov e his innocence. 
A sensational featu re of the re­ 
port is contained in the inscription 
fou nd on the chair wdiich Ru iz 
u sed. 
It is a farewell note to his 
wife and children, in which he pre- 


dicts “ That thev will mu rder m e.” 
Commissioner Calhou n retu rned 
to the United v States y esterday . lie 
spoke cau tiou sly of the Ru iz case, 
and said that he was impressed by 
the Spanish disregard of the tru th 
and the horrible condition of the 
people of the blighted island. 
In 
brief he said: 
“ There is 
sometliing abou t 
the atmosphere 
of Hav ana that, shou ld the tru th 
walk forth, naked and u nadorned, 
no man wou ld recognize it. 
“There are 400 natu ralized citi­ 
zens destitu te at Sagu a and 37 8 at 
Matanzas. 
“ The qu estion of Dr. R u iz’s citi­ 
zenship was not inv olv ed in tlie in­ 
v estigation. I'he Spanish admitted 
that lie was an American citizen. 
The only qu estion with which we 
had to deal was wliether Ru iz was 
killed in his cell or died insane, as 
was alleged. 
“ The witnesses in the Ru iz case 
did not ru n to u s ; we did not hav e 
to ward off their adv ance. 
“ The end of the war is not v isi­ 
ble, and no man can prophesy the 
time or manner of its termination. 
The central and western portions 
of Cu ba are almost a wilderness, 
bu t the insu rgents areas strong and 
determined as ev er. 
“ The edu cated residents of Cu ba 
fear independence, and the trend of 
opinion fav ors annex ation with this 
cou ntry . 
“ The Spanish planters are still 
faithfu l to Spain, bu t they wou ld

T h e conventions referred to were 
those of the O rder of R a i lw a y T e l ­ 
egraphers, the O rder of R a i lw a y 
C onductors and the Brotherhood of 
R a i lw a y T rain m en . T h e telegraph­ 
ers met in Peoria, 111. , 
the city in 
w h ich the headquarters of that or­ 
der are located. 
T h e conductors 
met in Los A n g e le s, C a b , and the 
trainmen 
assembled 
at 
Toronto, 
C an ad a. 
A l l 
of 
the 
gath erin gs 
were largely 
attended 
and 
were 
successful.

T h e most n otew orth y fact in con- Ì 
nection w ith the 
several is that ‘ 
w ith one accord all of the o r d e rs , 
declared un equivocally in favor of 
establishing international and co m ­ 
plete federation w ith one another. 
T h is action w as taken after years 
of discussion of the m atter and its 


accom plishm ent w ill be a realiza­ 
tion of the dreams of labor men for 
years and years. 
T h e im portance 
of the m ovem ent can 
be ap p re­ 
ciated w h en it is stated that b y the 
declaration of the several co n v en ­ 
tions the orders represented by each 
w ill w o r k in unison and as one 
grand organized body. 
T h en , too, the three, classes of 
railroad 
labor m entioned w ill 
be 
aided b y the Brotherhood of L o c o ­ 
m otive 
Firem en. 
T h e 
latter or­ 
ganization put itself on record as 
fa vo rin g international federation at 
its convention of last year, held in 
G alveston, T exas, ta k in g the ini­ 
tiative in the matter. 
It unfurled 
the 
banner of 
federation around 
w h ich the telegraphers, 
the con ­ 
ductors and the trainmen have n o w 
rallied and the four organizations 
w ill n o w stand as a unit w h en the 
occasion demands. 
T h e federation w ill doubtless be 
indorsed by the Brotherhood of L o ­ 
com otive E ngineers at its mixt con­ 
vention, the latter organization not

ment. 
W it h the latter 
organ iza­ 
tion in line the railroad men will 
then present a solid front and the

T h e several conventions author­ 
ized the appointm ent of committees 
to meet w ith 
similar committees 
from other orders to formulate and 
adopt a plan of international feder­

chiefs of the several organizations. 
T h e members of the orders liave de­

Iow a, several years ago, proxiding 
for w h at is k n o w n as system federa­ 
tion. 
T h e system federation plan 
has w orked to the ad van tage of the 
several orders, but it has been found 
difficult to get the orders togi’ther 
in every instance and some better 
scheme is needed. 
T h e international system of fed­ 
eration will solve the problem and 
it will greatly sim plify matters and 
bring the railroad men into closer 
unison, and it 
will 
cause every 
member of the order to be hound 
to support 
the interests of

other member of any of the orders. 
T h e system j)lan only federates the 
railnxid men on such lines of rail­ 
road as a vote m ay be taken by the 
employees and it 
is inefficient in 
that respect.

is som ewhat tlifficult.

be 
formed, 
without 
the 
necessitv of system 
voting, meetings and the like. ^ 
T h e agreement will, of course, be 
so worded as to afford each organ ­ 
ization the 
necessary 
protection, 
and in case of trouble all of the 
orders must act in unison. 
N o one 
ot the orders w ill be |)ermitted to 
institute a strike w ithout the sanc­ 
tion and 
approval 
of 
the other 
orders, and w hen the latter is given 
all of the combined strength of all 
the orders w ill be throw n in the 
fight. 
T h e orders w ill alw a ys endeavor 
to settle disputes l>y arbitration, 
and it is certain that strikes will be 
a rare thin g under the international 
federation system. 
T h e n ew agree­ 
ment to be made w ill be framed to 
meet the existing conditions, and it 
will doubtless be the most com ­ 
plete and most harmonious agree- 
rneet ever reached betw een railroad 
employes. 
N ever before has there been such 
a teeling betw een the orders, and 
it was a noticeable fact that at each 
of the conventions mentioned the 
international federation scheme w as 
enthusiastically 
and 
unanimously 
approved, indicating 
that recent 
years has brought about a w o n d er­ 
ful change 
of feeling am ong the 
railroad men of the three countries. 
W h ere they form erly w orked alone 
and w ith out desiring 
the aid of 
their brother w orkers, tliey n ow go 
hand in hand and stand shoulder to 
shoulder in protecting each others 
rights. 
It can be stated that there is no 
purpose am ong the railroad men to 
stir 
up 
strife 
by 
entering 
the 
broader scheme of federation, the 
object being to better protect the 
interests of all classes of railroad 
labor. 
T h e old feelings of jealousy and 
disinterestedness have passed a w a y 
and by the w o rk of the leaders of 
the 
orders 
and 
the 
members 
throughout the three great countries 
the rank and file of the orders are 
n o w friendly and are ready to stand 
w ith each other. 
Indeed, it is very probable that 
at no distant day other classes of 


railw ay labor 
w ill 
be 
welcomec 
into the n ew federation, and track ­ 
men, sw itchm en, section men, car 
inspectors and every class of rail­ 
road* w orkm en will be at the front 
w ith 
the 
conductors, 
trainmen, 
telegraphers, firemen and engineers, 
all standing ready to w ork in har­ 
m ony and unison. 
T h e condition of affairs is one to 
which the leaders gradually headec 
their organizations, and the people 
of the A m erican continent will soon 
witness the formation of an im ­ 
mense and unbreakable organ iza­ 
tion of railroad 
men— men 
who 
will be bound by the internationa 
system of federation, w hich means 
that all will stand up where one 
stands up now , presenting a solic 
front.

Then little liard balls are made 
of the mixture, and iinally two sattis 
are taken, of fine, hard eathenware, 
of such size that the material to be 
distilled occupies onlv one-third or 
one-fourth of the vessel.
